It is a story of the American 
Navy. The mere process of trans- 
porting this immense _ invasion 
force and protecting it on the 


way is one of the most thrilling 
things .I’ve experienced in this 
war. 

Ships at Sea. 

I was on one of the fleet’s head- 
quarters ships. We’d been lying in 
the harbor for a week waiting 
while all the other ships got load- 
ed. Finally without even being 
told we knew the big day had 
come, for all that day slower troop- 
carrying barges had filed past us 
in an unbroken line heading out 
to sea. 

Finally around .4 o’clock in the 
afternoon the harbor was empty 
and our ship slipped away from 
the pier. A magnificent sun was 
far down the arc of the sky, but 
it was still bright and the weather 
warm. We steamed out past the 
bomb-shattered city, past scores 
of ships sunk earlier in the battle 
for North Africa, past sailors and 
soldiers on land who weren’t go- 
ing along and who waved a good- 
by to us. We waved back with a 
feeling of superiority we all felt 
inside without saying it, that we 
were part of something historic, 
almost-men of destiny, you might 
call us. 

Almost No Sound. 


Our vessel slid along at half 
speed, making almost no sound. 
Everybody not working was on 
deck for a last look at African 
soil. The mouth of the harbor was 
very narrow. Just as we were ap- 
proaching the neck a voice came 
over the ship’s loud speaker, “Port 
side, attention.” 

All the sailors snapped upright 
and I with them, facing shore- 
ward. And there at the harbor 
mouth on the flat roof of the 
bomb-shattered Customs House, 
stood a rigid guard of honor— 
British tars and American blue- 
jackets—with our two flags fly- 
ing over them. The bugler played

As a gesture the police rounded 
up some hundreds of Jewish intel- 
lectuals and workers and put ‘them 
to work on the banks of the Tiber 
river. The river is always bottled 
up with sand during the summer 
months. 

But so many indignant Italians 
gathered to demenstrate their sym 
pathy for the forced laborers that 
the authorities quietly abandoned 
the project. 

Jewish Students Banned. 

Under the Nazi-inspired racial 
decrees in Italy, Jewish youths are 
not allowed to enter public libra- 
ries. They are prohibited from 
studying law or any other profes- 
sion, except medicine. The latter 
exception has been permitted be. 
cause Italy is in dire need of doc- 
tors to take the places of those 
who have already been lost in the 
war. 

The Italian Jews now fear ‘hat 
the various new regulations being 
put into effect, ostensibly against 
“non-Italians,” will hit them 
hardest. ;

NEW YORK, July —(#)—Ed- 
ward George Lowry Sr., 66, for- 
mer Atlanta, Washington and New 
'York newspaperman who was in 
charge of the German division of 
the American embassy in London 
during the first two years ofl 
World War I, died here today 

Lowry entered the newspaper 
business in 1900. After two years 
on The \tlanta Constitution, he 
served two years'as the Albany 
(N. Y.) correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post. In 1904- he 
became the Evening Post’s Wash- 
‘ington correspondent, and in 1911 
|was brought to New York and 
i'made managing editor for two 
i'years. He returned to Washing- 
ton as correspondent for a year 
before the State Department as 
signed him to the London embassy 
in 1914. 

In November, 1916, he 
a captain of aviation in the U. 
Signa] Corps Reserve, and served 
with the Second Corps of the 
A. E. F. on the British front in 
Flanders and France until the 
armistice, after which he remained 
with the Army of Occupation in 
Germany. 

The British government award- 
ed Lowry its Military Cross.

SOMEWHERE IN THE SOUTH 
PACIFIC—( Delayed) — (4’) —Ma- 
rine Captain Albert Von K. Gary, 
Augusta, Ga., who courageously 
exposed himself to heavy enemy 
fire during the battle of Nombula 
last December 3 to wipe out a 
strong Japanese attacking force, 
has been complimented by his 
commanding officer. 

He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
William T. Gary, 2642 Henry 
street, Augusta, and served with 
Carlson’s Raiders on Guadalcanal. 

Captain Gary and his men lived 
for 47 days on little more than 
rice and raisins, pursuing the Japs 
far back into the mountains, and 
literally destroying them by the 
hundreds in a series of co-ordi- 
rated, successful, guerrilla actions. 

When they finally emerged from 
the brush, where they had been 
without contact wih their fellows 
for more than a month, they were 
cited by Major General A. A. 
Vandegrift, commander of Ma- 
rines on Guadalcanal, for killing 
more than 400 Japanese, chasing 
the remnants of the enemy force 
from the area, and destroying all 
of the foe’s ammunition, weapons 
and equipment. 

In all of this action, the battal- 
ion lost only 15 men. 

In citing Captain Gary, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Evans F. Carlson, 


his commanding officer, said: 

“On December 3, 1942, his com- 
pany had the advance guard of the 
battalion and engaged a strong en- 
emy combat patrol on Nombula. 

“With utter disregard for his 
own safety, 
to a position well forward where 


he was exposed to machinegun and | 


rifle fire. 

“From this point, 
directéd the units of his company, 
by voice and radio, to the end that 
enemy resistance was quickly over- 
come. 

“His conduct was 
Naval S@rvice.” 

Captain Gary left the University 
of Georgia campus to become an 
officer in the Marines, and receiv- 
ed a captaincy at the age of 21, 
one of the youngest captains in the 
service. 

He joined the Marine Corps Re- 
serve unit at Augusta in 1937 when 
it vas activated but withdrew and 
entered the university. 

His father, William T. Gary, 
a veteran of World War I,

A great Uncle, Mar- 
tin W. Gary, of Edgefield, S. C., 
led an insurrection at the polls 
that overturned carpetbag govern- 
ment in South Carolina in 1876.

Desperate Effort. 

The battered Hermann Goering 
afmored division, reinforced by 
fresh Nazi units, including a para- 
chute battalion fighting as infan- 
try, resorted to heavy demolitions 
of bridges and highways and de- 
fense minefields in a desperate ef- 
fort to impede the progress of 
Montgomery. 

Since last Thursday, when he 
gained the Primsola bridge only 
seven miles south of Catania, the 
British had gained only a few of 
the intervening miles across the 
river-traced plain. 

Suffering heavy losses, the Ger- 
mans were battling to hold Ca- 
tania and the 10,000-foot peak of 
Mt. Etna behind the city as an 
anchor for the 55-mile line behind 
which they intended to make their 
last-ditch stand for Sicily. 

It was apparent that they had 
transformed the base of Mt. Etna’s 
lava slopes into a formidable posi- 
tion upon which to base a front 
running aorthwest to the vicinity 
of San Stefano di Camastra on the 
north coast.
